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The most immediate ©xrlnnotion is that the first copy was with e camera 
or co yl ns device {like Thermo fbx) insensitive to blue, Xsx^tlsrgrtgiaaii xixxixx 
unlesa, as I s*«m to recoil, Guinea wrote in blue. Burkl ey Initialed the original. 

But the printed and all theiimony except the one xeroxed copies do not bear hi© 
initialing* iiumoa f corrections, ea 1 recall, tleo were In blue. Indications era they 
used a ball-point pen* 

Reducing the margins might have be* a' enough to eliminate Burkley'e 
initialy, but there is one piece he drew a wove ring line end he signed the last page, 
which also v/aa lined (and masking it would have cllminittted those iinos only).
